At a meeting of the wheelmen of 
the city, held on Friday night, the 
organization of the Blue Grass Cycle 
Club waB perfected by electing Mr.

The Second race, two entries, one 
fourth mile, was won by John Sower. 
Time, .451. 

Third race— one mile, between 
Marshall, Betts and Crutcher. The 
three went away together, but going 
around the lower turn Crutcher 
fell back, Marshall going away in the 
lead and at the quarter pole they 
were badly strung out. Going up 
the back stretch Crutcher pulled 
himself together, rapidly overhauled 
Betts, passed him, and about the half 
mile post lapped Marshall. From 
that time on it was a close and ex- 
citing contest between the two, Betts 
having dropped out.

The following is submitted as to 
crop condition to August 3, 1891. 

The weather condition for the past 
ten days have been favorable to the 
growth of pending crops. At this 
writing a splendid rain is falling here, 
with indications that it will be gen- 
eral. 

CORN. 

The season has generally been fa- 
vorable for corn. In some localties 
the rainfall has been insufficient, and 
the crop in such sections has been 
materially injured. In other locali- 
ties there has been some complaint 
of the root louse, especially on high 
thin land; taking all things together, 
the corn crop is fully up to the stan- 
dard average years. The stand is 
generally good, and all early planting 
is now in full silk and tassel, and 
much of the earliest in full roasting 
ear. One more good rain will make 
a good crop of the early planting, but 
it will require a seasonable August to 
fully develop the later planting. In 
many localities there has been seri- 
ous neglect in cultivation. On good 
land, with proper cultivation, the 
crop is very promising.

The crop has all been stacked in 
good condition, and much of it has 
been threshed and sold. Some of the 
best counties, taking Christian for ex- 
ample, is not making the yield that 
was expected, and the quality not so

HEMP. 

The outlook is not promising for a 
a|UM| JgUmt yield of hemp. The reports 
,n^5? ^Conflicting, but all indicate an 
average condition of seventy per 
cent, compared with a good season, 
fruits. 

The peach crop is exceptionally a 
good one; the trees all bending under 
the burden of this most delicious 
fruit The apple crop is fully up to 
the standard of an average. The 
grape crop is very promising. All of 
the smaller fruits have been very 
abundant. 

GARDENS. 

Some sections, where drouth has 
prevailed, the gardens have dried up, 
but, as a rule, they are abovean aver- 
age. The cabbage crop is a full aver- 
age. 

POTATOES- 

Irish potatoes are fully up to an 
average year. The finest specimen 
of Early Rose I have ever seen were 
sent to this office from Franklin coun- 
ty. The sweet potato crop is look- 
ing well. 

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

Corn, acreage 100; condition, 103; 
wheat, acreage 105; quality, with last 
year, 110; tobacco, acreage com- 
pared with average, 90; condition 
and stand, 100; hemp, condition, 70; 
peaches, compared with last year, 162; 
apples, amount compared with last 
year, 149; clover, condition compared 
with last year, 92; timothy, 85; pas-

ing, while in other localities the yield 
is larger than expected, and quality 
above an average; one farmer report- 
ing near Bagdad, in Shelby county, 
an average of forty bushels per acre. 

From tho best information to date 
from all sources, the State average 
will be fourteen bushels to the acre. 
This average will no doubt be chang- 
ed to some extent after the crop is all 
threshed. 

TOBACCO. 
Of late years there has been several 
hinderances to a useful tobacco crop. 
One being tho tenant system, another 
the dispositon to plant more than 
could be properly handled, both as 
to cultivation and house room. There 
Is no crop that requires more pains- 
taking and intelligent handling than 
tobacco. Its profitable production 
depends almost entirely upon the cul- 
tivation, handling, assorting, order- 
ing, and its proper presentation in 
the market in a strictly merchanta- 
ble shape. 

The present crop was generally set 
in good time, with vigorous and st a 1 li- 
ly plants; the stand being exceptiona- 
bly good. Yet, the crop is uneven. 
Some of it is now in full top, and 
much of it yet in the clods. Tobacco 
should be set in a compact soil. 
Where this was not the case, the 
roots did not take good hold, and 
could not assimilate the plant food, 
and in dry sections the vigor of the 
plant was destroyed by the soil dry- 
ing out on account of its loose and 
porous condition. 

The crop is fully an average in con- 
dition and stand, much of it being 
especially promising. In the Burley 
•eotion proper, the least favored in 
rain and general conditions, are the 
counties of Bath, Montgomery, Clark, 
Mercer and Jessamine. The least 
favoit<« — ''ho dark sections are the 
counties of Caldwell, Crittenden, 
Livingston and Lyon. There is much 
complaint also in Hart, Barren, Met- 
calfe, Warren and Oreen. The stem- 
ming district proper, most of the
